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IIEF FIELD, or Sheafie!/d, a town of 
conſiderable note for its Manufactures, 
in the Deanery of Doncaſter, and Weſt- 
Riding of the county of York, is pleaſantly 


fituated upon an eminence at the conflux 


of the Rivers Sheaf and Don; over each 
of which is a ſtone bridge. 

That which is over the Don is called 
the Lady's Bridge, conſiſting of five arches, 
and leads to Barnſiey to the N. and Rother- 
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. 
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ham to the N. E. and is ſuppoſed to be ſo 
named from a religious houſe, which an- 
tiently ſtood near it, and was dedicated to 
the Virgin Mary; which was afterwards 
converted into Alms-houſes for Poor Wi— 
dows. This bridge was erected in 1485, 
for 100 marks; the town finding all the 
materlals: and was widened in 1762. 

The bridge over, the Sheaf, confiſting of 
one arch, was rebuilt by Edward Duke of 
Norfolk, in 1769: and leads to Sheffield 
Park, &c. to the E. 

The extent of the town from E. to W. 

and from N. to S. is about three quarters of 
a mile. It is 6 miles diſtant from Rother- 
ham, 18 from Doncaſter, 15 from Barnſley, 
36 from Leeds, 6 from Dronfield, 11 from 
Cheſterfield, and 162 from London.

THE CASTLE, : 


At the N. E. part of the town, where 
the two rivers meet, ſtood formerly a ſtrong 
_ Caſtle, of a triangular ſhape, guarded on 
two ſides by the rivers Don and Sheaf, hav- 


ing a ſtrong * before the gates, 
which

which were palliſadoed with a trench 12 
feet deep, and 18 feet wide, full of water, 
and a wall round, five yards thick. This 
Caſtle, with the Lordſhip of Sheffield, was 
granted (as appears by an antient record) to 
Thomas Lord Fournyvale, 39 Edward 3, to 
be held by Homage and Knight Service, and 
a payment to the King and his heirs of two 
white hares yearly on the feaſt of St. John 
the Baptiſt. 

It was ſurrendered, upon articles of ca- 
pitulation, to the parliament forces, by Ga- 
briel Hemſworth, Samuel Savile and Thomas 
Robſon, Commiſſioners authorized by the 
Governor, Major Beaumont, Auguſt 10, 


1644: and was afterwards demoliſhed ; fo 


that there are very few veſtiges of it now 
remaining ; except that ſeveral places in its 


vicinity ſtill retain the names of Caſtle-hill, 
Caſtle-ditch, Caſtle-fold, and Caſtle-green,

TOWN COLLECTORS. 


As a certain portion of ground or tene- 
ments in the town belongs to the Freehold- 
ers at large: ſo ſeven of them are appointed,, 
under the title of Town Collectors, to grant 
Jeaſes, receive rents, and apply the produce 
of the Eſtate to public uſes ; ſuch as light- 
ing the ſtreets, &c. 
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— 
THE COMPANY OF CUTLERS. 
The Corporation here concerns only the. 
Manufactory: and is ſtiled The Company of 
Cutlers of Hallam/hire. The Act for the eſta- 
bliſhment of which was paſſed A: D. 1625: 
and an amendment in 1791. It is governed 
by a Maſter, two Wardens, ſix Searchers, 
and twenty-four Aſſiſtants. The Maſter is 
elected annually, on the laſt Thurſday in 
Auguſt, after having paſſed thro' the 1 
rior offices.

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CHURCHES. 


Here are four places of public worſhip 
according to the Church of England, viz. 
Trinity Church, St: Paul's, St. James's, and 
the Chapel belonging to the Duke of Nor- 
folk's Hoſpital. - 

Trinity Church, antiently called St. Pe- 
ter's, which ſtands near the centre of the 
town, was erected in the reign of Henry I. 
It is a vicarage, and formerly belonged to 
the priory of Workſop, in Nottinghamſhire. 
Ihe vicar's income chiefly depends upon the 


ſmall tythes, Eaſter offerings and fees for 
A 2 marriages,

marriages, churchings and burials. The 
glebe being but ſmall, though lately im- 
proved. | 
| The vicar has three aſſiſtant miniſters ; 
who were firſt appointed, and a donation of 
land made for their ſupport, and other pur- 
poles, by Queen Mary, A. D. 1553, They 
are elected by Twelve Capital Burgeſſes (as. 
they are ſtiled,) who are truſtees for the do- 
nation. The office of theſe aſſiſtant miniſ- 
ters or chaplains, according to the grant, 
was to aſſiſt the vicar in Sacramentis et Sa- 
æramentalibus, in Parochiali Eccleſia Sheffieldien-.. 
fis, et Parochianis bidem. 
The church is a Gothic ſtructure, with a+ 
handſome ſpire in the centre : has eight. 
bells; and a ſet of chimes, made. A. D. 
1773, by Mr. Whitehurſt, of Derby. It. 
conſiſts, within, of a nave, two fide ailes, 
and a large chancel. On the north fide of 
the communion table is the veſtry and li- 
brary : over which is a room, where the 
twelve burgeſſes before mentioned tranſact 
buſineſs relative to their tri ſt, On the ſouth 
fide is the Shrewſbury Chapel ; - which con-. 
tains the monuments of three Earls of 
3 Shrewſbury,

Shrewſbury, of the family of the Talbots, 
viz. George the fourth earl, and his two 
wives, Anne the daughter of William Lord 
Haſtings, and Elizabeth daughter of Sir 
Richard Walden, of Erith, in Kent. He-. 
died A. I. 1538. * Francis the fifth carl, 
who died in 1559. George the ſixth earl, 
who died in 1599. On the arrival of Mary 
Queen of Scots in England, ſhe was put un- 
der the care of this nobleman, A. D. 1568, 
and ſo continued till 1584. Here likewiſe 
was interred Gilbert, the ſeventh ear] of 
Shrewſbury, ſon of the preceeding, who died. 
in 1616. 

On the N. fide the Chancel is a Mural: 
Monument to the memory of Judge Jeſſop, 
and his Lady, of Broomhall near this town; 
and on the 8. fide is another to the memory 
of George Bamforth, Eſq. of High-houſe. 

The moſt antient Epitaph now. to be 
met with in this church, is upon a braſs. 
plate near the north corner of the commu- 
nion rails, in the following words:

At the entrance of the Chancel door of 
this Church was interred A. D. 1700, Wil- 
liam Walker of Darnall, in this pariſh; who, 
from ſtrong cireumſtances, there is reaſon to 
believe was the executioner of King Charles 
the Iſt.

The Sacrament is adminiſtered at this 
Church the firſt Sunday in every month, be- 
fide the great feſtivals. Here are prayers on 
Wedneſdays and Fridays, and all holidays 
at eleven and three; as alſo at ſeven every 
evening throughout the year; two ſermons - 
morning and afternoon, and another at 
ſeven in the evening every Sunday; which. 
eommenced December 27, 1778. 

ST. Pavr's CHURCH is an elegant mo- 


dern ſtructure in the Grecian ſtile, It was 


begun

begun to be erected in 1720, but through 
ſome unhappy miſunderſtanding, was not 
conſecrated till A. D. 1740. It was found- 

ed through the benefaction of . 1000 from 

Mr. Robert Downes, a Silverſmith, together 

with a liberal ſubſcription of many others 
in the town and neighbourhood ; and was 

finiſhed in 1771. It has a Tower at the 
weſt end, with a Bell and Clock, preſented 

by Francis Sitwell, Eſq. and a good Organ, 
erected in 1755, through ſubſcription, by 
Mr, Snetzler. It is a Chapel of Eaſe to the 
Pariſh Church. The Sacrament is adminiſ- 
tered here on the fourth Sunday in every 
month, as well as on the great feſtivals; and 
there are two ſermons every Sunday. 

ST. Jamts's CHuRcnH is a handſome mo- 
dern building erected, by ſubſcription, upon 
the Glebe belonging to the Vicarage, accord- 
ing to an Att of Parliament paſſed in 1788; 
and was conſecrated Aug. 5, 1789. Ithasan 
Organ built by Mr. Donaldfonin 1794. There 
are two ſermons here every Sunday, and the 
Communion every 2d Sunday in the month. 

TAE CHAPEL AT THE DUKE or Nor- 
rork's HosPITAL, finiſhed A. D. 1777,

(the foundation was laid September 24, 1774) 
in an octagonal form, was partly deſigned 
for the uſe of the Penſioners; who have 
daily prayers performed here by a Miniſter 
ef the Church of England, and two ſermons.

SE BMEESTY 
HOSPITALS. 
On the eaſtern ſide of the River Sheaf, 
near the Bridge, is an Hoſpital, erected A. 
D. 1670, by Henry Earl of Norwich, great 
grandſon of Gilbert, Earl of Shrewſbury, in 
purſuance of his laſt will and teſtament, and 
endowed with divers eſtates. | 
March 3, 1770, Edward dukeof Norfolk 
gave by deed £.1000 for the augmentation 
of the ſaid Hoſpital ; which ſum was ap- 
plied by the Truſtees towards the building 
a new. Chapel on the ſcite of the old one. 
The Hoſpital conſiſts of two quadrangles, 
containing eighteen dwellings in each. It 
was originally deſigned for the accommoda- 
tion of fifteen men and fifteen women, aged 
decayed houſekeepers; for each of whom 
was provided a houſe and garden, a penſion 
of two fhillings and ſixpence a week, three 
cart loads of coals annually, two new ſhirts 
or ſhifts, a blue gown or looſe coat every 
ſecond

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ſecond year, and a purple gown and badge 
every ſeventh year. But, through the im- 
provement of the eſtate belonging to this 
charity, three dwellings have been added to 
each quadrangle; and three men and three 
women penſioners additionally admitted 
upon the foundation; and, by a ſtill farther 
improvement of the eſtate, the truſtees were 
enabled to advance the penſions, at Michael- 
mas 1763, to three ſhillings and ſixpence, 
and of late to five ſhillings a week. 

On the N. fide of the town is another 
Hoſpital, erected in 1703, by Mr. Thomas 
Hollis, a merchant in London (who, it is 
ſaid, was a native of this town) for the bene- 
fit of ſixteen poor cutlers' widows. They 
have each a ſeparate habitation, and fix 
pounds ten ſhillings a year, which is paid in 
ſome meaſure quarterly, two cart loads of 
coals annually, and a brown gown aad pet- 


ticoat every ſecond year. Upon the ſame | 


foundation four pounds a quarter is paid to 


a maſter for teaching forty boys to read En- 


gliſh; and five pounds per annum to a writ- 
ing maſter for inſtructing a number of boys 


during three or four of the ſummer months.

ing to this inſtitution, which is under the ma- 
nagement of 15 Truſtees.

CHARITY SCHOOLS. 


At the N. E. corner of Trinity Church- 
yard is a Charity School for the purpoſe of 
cloathing, feeding, and inſtructing in Eng- 
liſh, writing, and accompts, poor Boys, from 
the age of 7 till 13. They are, in general, 
dreſſed in a blue uniform, with bands and 
caps, as is uſual in ſuch places. There are 
at preſent 54 upon the foundation. This 
charity was inſtituted in 1708: and is ſup- 
ported by annual ſubſcriptions, charity ſer- 
mons, collections, dividends of ſtock in the 
funds, and ſome ſmall rents. 

At the N. W. corner of Trinity Church-

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yard is another Charity School, erected A. 
D. 1786, for the purpoſe of cloathing, feed- 
ing, and inſtructing poor -Girls, in reading 
Engliſh, ſewing, knitting, ſpinning jerſey. 
and line, and ſuch other acquirements as 
may quality them to be uſeful ſervants. There 
are at preſent 50 upon the foundation. They, 
are admitted at the age of 7, and continue 
till they are 14 or 15 at the option of the 
Truſtees : when they are hired out to proper 
places. This inſtitution is ſupported by an- 
i nual ſubſcriptiom, benefactions, charity ſer- 
1 mons, collections, &c. | 
i Sunday Schools were firſt eſtabliſhed here 
in January A. D. 1785; and have been at- 
tended with very conſiderable moral utility. 
Above 800 Children, in different parts of 
the town, enjoy, every Lord's day, the bene- 
St of this inſtitution.

GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 
W. from Trinity Church is a Free Gram- 
mar School, the patent for which was grant- 
ed by King James Ist: * as appears

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from a date upon the portal, the building was 
not completed till A. D. 2649. It has a 
head Maſter, who muſt be a Graduate in 
one of the Univerſities: and an Uſher. The 
dead Maſter has a good houfe adjoining to 
the School. A little below the Gremitir 
School to the N. is a Writing School, erect- 
ed in 1721, where 60 poor Boys are taught 
writing and accompts, gratis, 


ASSEMBLY ROOM, & THEATRE. 
In 2962 was erected on the S. E. part of 
the town, in Norfolk; ſtreet, an Aſſembly 
Room and a Theatre, by the joint fubſerip- 
tion of about 30 of the Townſmen, whoſe 
ſhares, as proprietors, were transferable. 
The Theatre has been fince taken down, . 
and rebuilt upon a larger plan.

WATERWORKS. 


A. D. 1697, Mr. Peter Whalley, of Not- 
tingham, formed a ſcheme for erecting an 
engine near the lady's bridge for throwing ' 
up water from the river Don to the Barker- 
pool, for a ſupply to the town.:. Ground was 
accordingly fixed upon, and rented of the 
Duke of Norfolk, and an engine houſe built, 
but ſoon after the Projector died. After his 
deceaſe ſeveral of the principal Inhabitants. 
of Sheffield adopted the ſcheme; but it was 
never brought into execution. In 1713 
Meſſrs Goodwyn and Littlewood, formed a 
reſervoir at the White Houſe about a mile 
N. W. from the town; from whence a ſup- 
ply of water was derived, perhaps not diſ- 
proportionate to the ſtate of its population. 
In 1737 Meſſrs Joſhua Matthewman and

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Battie purchaſed a ſhare in the work: and in 
1742 —— poſſeſſed of the whole proper- 
ty, when ſeveral additional reſervoirs were 
made en Crookſmoor.

A ſtage. waggon to London 
was ſet up by Mr. Joſhua Wright. Maſter 
Manufacturers began to viſit the Metropolis, 
as well as other parts of the kingdom, in 
ſearch of orders, with good ſucceſs. Several 
Factors now eſtablithed a correſpondence, 
with various parts of the continent; and en- - 
gaged Foreigners as Clerks in their compt- 

ing houſes: The roads began to be greatly 
improved, and Britain and Ireland were ex- 
plored in ſearch of trade. The Fairs, in dif- 
ferent parts of the kingdom, annually decreaf-- 
ed in their importance; becauſe ſhopkeep- 

ers could be eaſily ſupplied with — at 
any time of the ycar...

Buttons of braſs or copper- plated with 


filver were made by Mr. T. Bolſover, about 


50 years ago. But, about 1758 a manufac- 
tory of this compoſition was begun by Mr. 
Joſeph Hancock, an ingenious mechanic, 
upon a more extenſive ſcale, comprehend- 
ing a great variety of articles ; ſuch as.tea 
urns, coffee - pots, ſaucepans, tankardb, cups, 
candleſticks, &c. &c. Since that time, this 
branch has been. purſued by various compa- 
nies to great advantage ; which has greatly 


contributed to the wealth and population of 


the town. 

At the S. end of the town is. > conſiders 
able work for the purpoſe of making white 
and red lead; begun about the year 1758. 


And at the N. end of the town was erected, 


about the ſame period; by Mr. W. Bower, 
a Silk Mill; which has ſince been converted 
into a Cotton work; burnt down Feb. 9. 
1792, but ſince rebuilt, and. now fully em- 
ployed.

But Lithgow meeting this counterfeit Raſ- 
cal in Whitehall, and ſeveral Courtiers de- 
ſiring him to try whether this Greek had 
ever been at Jeruſalem, &c. he aſked-where 
the Convent ſtood !. He replied, © in Jeruſa- 
lem, and upon Mount Moriah :” which is 
falſe, it being three Engliſh miles from the 
eity. Our Traveller alſo poſed. him further 


about the ſituation of Jeruſalem, the ſize of 


its cloiſters, its church, the number of Friars, 


&. &c. none of which queſtions he could 


anſwer, but ſtood quivering with / fear and 
ſhame, having never been in nor thoſe. 
parts. Whereupon ſtealing out of the 
Court, he was no more ſeen abroad; for he 
had got at Court, and in the Kingdom a- 
bove 1,200], ſterling.
